any who have formerly either doubted of their propriety, 
or areat this preſent defirous to underftand their imagined 
obſcuricy, I chus freely deliver my ſelfe. 

Lpon the Beak: bead fitteth royall King Edgar on horſe- 
backe, trampling upon ſeven King, 

Concerning thoſe Kings whom you may perceive to Jye 
proftrate under his Horſes hoofes, they were Kynadus, King 
of the Scots , Malcolme, King of Cumberland; and of the pet- 
ty Kings of Wales, Dufnall, Grifith, Huvall, Facob, Fudithil, 
He morcover ſurprized by Sea a Prince of the Romans, whole 
name was Maxentixs , who had done many out-rages upcn 
the Ocean, and was the greateſt Arch-pirate that thoſe times 
afforded. He alſo compelled Ludwallus, prime Prince and 
King of Cambria, which is ales, ( becauſe he would have all 
the ravenous & dammag:ous Beaſts to be deftroyed through 
the Land) to pay unto him yearly by way of Tribute, three 
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dre Wolves tkins : by.reatun whereof, within the ſpace 
of forty yeares after, in, England, or Wales, both which ( but 
eſpecially Wales ) who betore were miſerably infeſted with 
thar kind of beult, there was ſcarcely to be fouud one Wolfe 
alive: 2nd ſo much for the Princes ov:r which he had (ole 
dominion, 

Hi Navy Roya'l conſiſted of three thouſand and ſixe hundred 
Ships, ( ſuch as they uſed in thoſe dayes ) yet not any of them but 
ſerviceable either for Fight , or bearing V iuall, and munition, ts 
furniſh the Navy , which he divided into three parts , appointing to 
every of them a ſeverall ſquadron : and this bee did ts ſecure Navi- 
gators from Enemies, and Sea-Rovers, as alſo from all other 
neighbour Princes, who might challenge any intereſt in theſe our 
foure Seas. And tberefore every Spring and Summer, be in per- 
* ſon ſayled with thoſe in the Eoſt parts , to them that lay hovering in 
the Weſt. And ſending them backe againe with their Charge, 
would with the Weſt ſquadrant, ſaile into the North , and after 
with the Northern Fleet compaſſe into the Eaſt, by which the 
Maine Ocean rounding thoſe Iſlunds, of which be was ſole Prince 
and Monarch, being at bis onely ebarge, hath quieted and ſecured, 
be did ( as juſtly be might ) write himſelfe Lord of the foure 
Seas. 

I began at the Beak- bead, where I deſire you to take no- 
tice, that upon the flemme-head there is Capid, or a Child 
reſembling him, beſtriding and bridling a Lyon , which im- 
porcteth, That ſfferance may curbe Inſolence , and Innecence re- 
ftraine violence. 

On the Bulk- head right forward, ſtand fix leverall Statues 
in ſundry poſtures, their Figures repreſenting Conſilium, that 
is, Counſel! : Cura, that is, Care : Conamen, that is, Induflry, 
and unanimous indeavour in one compartment : Comnſell 
holding in her hand a cloſed or folded Scrole z Care, a Sea-com=- , 
paſſe ; Conamen, or Indyſtry, a Lint ſtock fired. Upon the 0* 
ther, to corceſpond with the former, Vs, which imvlyeth 
force, or ſtrength; handing a Sword. Vrrtus , or Vertue, a 
fpucarica}! Globe : and Vidoria, or Vifory, a wreath of Law- 
rell, The Morall is, that in all high Enterprizes there ought 
to be fi ft Counſel!, ro undertake; then Care, to manage; and 
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 Hnduftry, toperforme ; and in thenext place, where there is 
ability and ſtrength to oppoſe , and Yertue to dire, Vifory! 
conſequently is alwayes at hand, ready to crowne the un- 
dertaking, 

Upon the Hances of the waſte are foure Figures, with their 
ſeverall properties : Fupiter riding upon his Eagle , with his 
Triſulke ( from which he darteth Thunder ) in his hand : Mars 
with his Sword and Target , a Foxebeing his Embleme : Nep- 
tune with his Sea- horſe, Dolphin, and Trident : and laſtly, ZE5- 
lus upon a Camelion ( a Beaſt that liveth only by the Ayre ) 
with the foure Windes, his Miniſters or Agents, the Eaſt, cal'd 
Eurus, Subſolanus, and Apeliotes : the North-winde, Septentrio, 
Aquilo, or Boreas : the Weſt, Zephyrus, Favonius, Lybs , and 
Africus : the South, Auſter, or Notus. 

I come now to the Stearn, where you may perceive upon 
the upright of the upper Counter, ftandeth Vifory in the 
middleof a Frontiſpiece, with this generall motto, Validis 
incumbite remus : It is ſo plain, that I ſhall not need to give it 
an Engliſh interpretation : Her wings are equally diſplayed on 
one Arme ſhe weareth a Crowne, on the other a Lawrel, which 
imply Riches and Honour : in her two hands ſhe holdeth two 
Motcoes ; her right band, which pointeth to Faſon, bears this 
Inſcription, Nava. Faſor being figured with his Oare in his 
hand, as being the prime Argonant, and ſay Nava , or more 
plainly, Operam nava ; for in thoſe Emblematicall Mottoes, 
quod ſubintelligitur , non deeſt. She pointeth to Hercules on the 
finiſter fide, with his Cl4b jn his hand, with this motto, O 
Hercales, be thox ar valiant with thy C!ub upon the Land, as Jaſon 
is induſtrious with his Oare upon the Water. Hercules aga'n poin- 
ting to Zolw. the god of Winder, iairh Flato: who anſwereth 
him againe, Flo: Faſon pointing . © Neptune , the god of the 
Seas ( riding upon a Sea horſe ) laith Faveto 3; to whom Nep- 
tune anſwereth, No; Theis words Flo, and No, were alſo much 
excepted at, as if the:© had been no tuch Latine words, 
eill {ome becter ex+mining their Gramar Rules, tound cur 
Flo, flus, flavi, proper tro Aolw, and No, nas, navi, to Ne2tknz, 
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In the lower Counter of the Sterne, on either (ide of the 
Helme is this Inſcription, 


He who Seas, Findes, and Navies doth proteft, 
The Soveraign, the great Ship in ber courſe dire#, 


There are other things in this Veſſel worthy remarkable, 
atleaſt, if not admiration ; namely, that one Tree, or Oake, 
made foure of the princips!l beames of this great Ship, which 
was 44. toote © ttrong and (erviceable Timber in l:ngth, three 
foote Diametre at the top, and ten foote Diametre at the ſtubb 
or bottome, 

Another ( as worthy of eſpeciall obſervation is ) that 
one piece of Timber which made the Kel-ſon, was fo great 
and weighty, that 28, Oxen, and foure Horſes, with much 
difficulty diew is from the place where it grew, and from 
whence it was cut downe, unto the water-ſide, 

There is one thing above all theſe for the world to take e- 
ſpeciall notice of , that ſhee is , beſides her Tunnage, juft ſo 
many Turns in burden, as there have been years (ince our Bleſ- 
ſed Saviours Incarnation, namely, 1637. and not one under, 
or over : A-muſt happy Omen , which though it was not at 
the firſt proje&ed or intended, is now by true computation 
found fo to happen. 

It would be too tedious to infift upon every Ornament 
belonging to this incomparable Veſſell, yet thus much con» 
cerning Her outward appearance ; She hath two Galleries of 
a fide, and all of moſtcurious carved Worke, and all the 
tides of the ſbippare carved alſo with Trophies of Artylerie and 
Types of honour , as well belonging to Land as Sea, with 
Symboles, Emblemes, and Impreffes appertaining ro the Art: 
of Navigation : and thus-much in a ſuccin& way, I have deli- 
vered unto you concerning her inward and outward De- 
corements z 1 come'now to deſcribe her in her exe Dimen- 
lion. 

Her length by the Keele is 128. foote, orchereabout, with- 
in ſome few inches. Her mayne breadth or widenefſe from 
fide to fide 48, foote, Her utmoſt length from the fore-end of - 
the Beake-bead, unto the after end of the Sterne, aprore ad pup- 
pimy 
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pim, 232. foote z Shee is in height from thebottome of her 
Keelwro the top of her Lantborne, feventy fixe foot, ſhe bea= 
reth five Lanthorns , the biggeſt of which will bold ten per- 
ſons to ſtand upright, and wichour ſhouldring or preſſing 
one the other, 

Shee hath chree fluſh Deckes, and a Fore-Caſtle, an halfe 
Decke, a quarter Deck, and a round-houſe. Her lower Thre 
hath thirty ports, which are to be furniſhed with Demy- 
Conon and whole Canon throughout, being able to beare 
them. Her middle Tyre bath alſo thirty ports for Demi- 
Culverin, and whole Culverin. Her third Tyre hath 26. 
ports for other Ocdnance ; her Fore-Caſftle hath twelve 
ports, and her halfe Decke hath fourteen ports ; Shee hath 
thirteene or fourteene ports more within board for murder- 
ing peeces, beſides a great many Loop- holes ont of the Cz- 
b'ns for Musker-ſhot. She carrieth moreover tenne peeces of 
chaſe Ordnance in her, right forward, and ten right off, that 
is according to Land- ſervice in the tront and the reare. She 
carrieth eleven Anchors, one of them weighing foure chou- 
ſand foure hundred, &c. and according to theſe are her Cz- 
bles, Maſis, Sayles, and Cordage, 

I come now to give you a particular Denomination of 
the prime Work-men employed in this inimitable Fabrick ; 
as firſt Captaine Phines Pett, Over-ſeer of the Work, and one 
of the Principall Officers ; of whoſe knowledge, experience, 
and judgmenr, I cannot render a merited Charater, 

The Maſter Builder is young Mr. Peter Pett , the moſt inge- 
nuous ſonne of ſo much improved a Father , who b:fore he 
was full 25. yeares of age, made the Modell, and ſince hath 
perfe&ed the worke, which hath won not only the approbati- 
on, but admiraticn of all men, of whom I may truly ſay, as 
Horace did of Argus, that famous Ship-moſter , ( Who built 
the great Argo in which the Grecian Pcincets Rowed through 
the Helle ſpont to fetch the goleen Fleece from Colchos. 

Pala her ſelf flew into his boſome, and nor only enjoyn'd 
him to the undertaking, but inſpired him in the managing 
of ſoexquilite anabſolute an Architeciwre. —__

PON Tueſday the-x8. ofMay, 1652+ in thezmorn- 
ing, General Blake being gone to the Weſt-ward, as 
| far as Rye Bay cighe dayes before, wich twelve or 
thirteen Ships , |. Major Bourn in the Downs 
with eight Ships only , there appeared upon the back fide of 
the Goodwin, a Holland Fleer of Men of War, conſiſting ut « wo 
and forty Ships, one whereof had a Flagg on the main-rop- 
Maſthead, the r:f Jacks and Ancients ; and being come unto 
the South-{ands head, rwo of chem bore up towards the En- 
gliſh Ships in the Downs, whereupon Major Born ſent our the

Greybound to examine them, and to know the reaſon of cheic 
ſo near approach z who anſwering, That they had a Meſſage 
to the Commander in Chief in the Downes, were permicted 
to come in ; and baving ſaluted the Flag, the ewo Captains, 
named Tyſogand Aldred came aboard the fayd Major Bourn, 
and acquanted him that they were (ent by Fan Trump, to ler 
him know that he had been Riding about . Dunkirke with His 
Fleet, where by reaſon of foule Weather they had lo many 
of their Cables and Anchors, and the wind being Northerly, 
were driven more to the Southward then they intended, which 
Van Trump thought ft to (ignifie, to prevent any miſ-appre- 
henfions or Jealoulics. And having ſaid this, and received 
for anſwer , That the Reality of what they ſaid would beft 
appear by their ſpecdy drawing off from this Coaſt, they de- 
parted to their Fleet ; and immediately upon their arrivall 
with them, the whole Fleet ſtood up to Dover , and came to 
an Anchor within lictle more then ſhot of the Caftle the ſame 
day in the afternoon. Upon their coming before Dover Ca» 
file, and Riding there with Flag in the Main-top , without 
ſaluting the Caftle, the Caftle made three ſhot at them z not- 
withſtanding which, the Dutch Admirall kept up his Flagg, 
and rode there at Anchor until the next day noon, and exer-- 
ciſed his Muſquertiers , by diſcharging volleys of. ſmall ſhot 
many houres together. Upon Wedneſday about twelve a 
clock the Dutch Fleet weighed Anchor,and ſtood off towards 
Calice ſome four L:agues into the South-eaſt; about the ſame 
time the Engliſh Fleet under General Blake coming from the 
Weſt towards the Downey, diſcovered them, and ſuppoſed b 
their courſe they had been going back ; Major Bown likewi 
was in fight, coming from the Downs to joyn with Generall 
Blake. About an hour or two after, the Holland Fleet altered 


their courſe, came back again, made all the Saile they could,. ' 


and boredice&ly with Generall Blake, Van Trump the head- 


moft with bis Flag in the Main-top z and being come within: 


ſhor, the Generali ſhot a Gan at his Main-top, and then two 
fingle ſhot more:whereupon Trump ſhot a ſingle ſhot through 
the Generals Flag, and then immediately gave the firft Broad 


fide, and took in his Pendants, and hung out his Red F lags 
under. 
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under the Hollend Colours , which was the Signal on their 
part for their whole Fleet ro engage, and fo the Fight began, 
which happened between four and five a clock in the atter- 
noon, and continued until nine of the clock. In the Fighe 
the Engliſþ took two of the Holland Fleet, one whereof having 
fix foot water in the Hold they left, caking the Captain and 
Officers aboard, the other being a Ship of thirty Cuas. Ge- 
nerall Blake lay all night where the Fighc began, or neere 
thereabouts, and the Holland Fleet was e(pycd abcut foure 
Leagues diſtant towards the Coaſt of France next morning. 

The truth of this Relation appears in the Lecters of Gene- 
rall Blake, Major Bourn, and others in the Action, by the 
Examinations of the Dutch Captains , and other Officers ta« 


ken in the Fight : 


And whereas Van Trump in the accompt he gives of this A- 
Rion, makes the occaſion ofhis coming back upon the Engl- 
iſb Fleet, the guarding of ſome Merchane men richly laden 
from the Streights, which had been in fight with ſome of our 
Frigots : That aQion is ſer down in a letter written by Cap- 
tain Towng , whereby the occafion , beginning and ending 
thereof is declared : And befider, theſe very ſhips which hee 
pretends to come to proteQt or reſcue, upon Saturday be- 
fore had paſſed by General Blake , and were gone to the Eaft- 


ward.

Generall Blake's Letter. 


Right Honourable, 
[ Have diſpatched away this Expreſs to your Honours , to 
T give you an account of what paſt yeſterday between us and 
the Dutch Fleet being in Rye Bay ; I received Incelligence from 
Major Bourne, that Van Tramp with forcy Saile was off the 
South-ſand head, whereupon I made all poſſible ſpeed to ply 
up towards them , & yeſterday in the morning we ſaw them 
at Anchor in andnear Dover-Road ; being come within three 


leagues of them, they weighed and flood away by-a winde - 
| the- 


mn 
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the Erftward:We ſuppoſing their intention was to leave us to 
avoid the diſpute ot the Flag; about rwo hours after they al- 
tered their courſe, and bore dire&ly with us, Van Trump the 
headmof}, whereupon wee lay by , and put our ſelves into a 
tighting poſture, judging they bad a reſolution to ingage be- 
ing come within Musket (hot, I gave order to fire at his flag, 
which was done chrice, after the third ſhot he ler flic'a Broad 
fide at us;Major Bourn, wich thoſe Ships that came from the 
Downs, being eight, was then makingtowards us, we conti- 
nued fighting till night, then our Ship being unable co faile, 
by reafon that all our Rigging and Sailes were extreamely 
ſhattered, our Mizen-Maſt ſhot off , we came with advice of 
ctheCaptains to an Anchor about 3, or 4. Leagues of the Neſs 
eo refit our Ship , at which we labourcd all the night ; this 
morning weeſpyed the Dutch Fleet about foure Leagues di- 
tance from ours towards the Coaſt of France, and by advice 
of a Councel of War, ic was reſolved co ply to windward to 
keep the weather -gage , and we are now ready to let fall our 
Anchor this Tide ; what courſe the Dutch Fleet ſteers wee doe 
not wel know,nor can we tel what harm we have done them, 
but we ſuppoſe one of them to be ſunk, and another of zo. 
Guns we have taken, with the Captains of both, his Main- 
Maſt of the firſt being ſhot by the Board , and much water in 
the Hold, made Captain Lawſons men to forſake her. We have 
fix men of ours (lain, and nine or ten deſperately wounded, 
and 25. more not without danger, amongft chem our Mafter 
and one of his Mates, and other Officers. We have received a- 
bout 70. great Shot in our Hull and Maſts, in our Sails and 
Rigging without number, being engaged with the whole Bo- 
dy of the Fleet for the ſpace of four hours : And the mark at 
which they aimed, we muſt needs acknowledg a great Mercy 
that we had no more harm, and our hope the righteous God 
will continue the ſame unto us, if there do ariſe a Warre be- 
tween uszthey being firſt in the Breach, and ſecking an Occa- 
ſion to Quarrel, and watching as it ſeems, an Advantage to 
brave us upon our own Coaſt, &c.

briefe accompt of the firſt dayes aHion we have already ſent unto your 
Lordſhip. The next day being the third inſtant , wee did what wee 
could to reingage them, and having the Wind ( which was but little 
about Noone we came within ſbot. After four hours diſpute wi 
them, or thereabouts , they endeavomred what they could to get away 
from us; but having then a pretty freſh gale of winde , we preſſed ſo 
hard upon them, that we ſunke and tooke many of them. as appeares 
by the encloſed Liſt, and do ſuppoſe we ſhould bave deſtroyed moſt of. 
them but that it grew darke, and being off of Oftend among the ſands, 
we durſt not be too bold, eſpecially with the great ſhips, ſo that it was 
tbought fit we ſbould Anchor all night , which we accordingly did a- 
beut trnne of the Clock. This morning ſome of owr ſhips deſcried the 
Enemie again afar off, fteering toward the Weallings , ſo far as with 
ſafety we might , and to range along the Coaſt till wee came to the 
Texel ( tbe better to improve the preſent Viftory God bath given un- 
fo us ) unleſſe we ſee cauſe to divert onr courſe.
